The 
only thing which cowed the Moham- 
medan Soudanese was the presence of 
cannibals among their enemies; for 
they believed thnt for bodies thus dis- 
posed of there could be no resurrec- 
tion, and Paradise would therefore be 
forfeited even hy Moslems dying in 
battle against infidels. 
Gordon, there- 


fore, in the interest of humanity, en- 
aased a cannibal tribe as anxilaries;

Given a 
came that appeals to Its heart, and 
the fighting strenslh rises almost aa 
one man. 
in the time of tbe Mexi- 


can war the state was asked for 3.000 
volunteers, nnd promptly offered 30,- 
000. it was the same way in the civ- 
il war—nwre than on* county sent 
more men to flght than It had to rote. 
Proportionately to population, it gave 
a larger contingent to both armies 
than any other state. 


One Tennessee regiment—the 1st— 


has been making history this hundred 
years and more. 
It was organized 


and commanded by John Sevier, when 
the state was merely "Tennessee 
County" of North Carolina. 
Sevier 


led it'over tho mountains, when Rev- 
olutionary'fortunes were at the low- 
est ebb, to fall upon Tarlaton at King's 
Mountain, and ttun a wavering flght 
into a brilliant victory. Twenty years 
later Andrew Jackson was its Colonel 
through the bloody Indian wars thut 
broke the power of Choctaws, Crot&s 
and Cherokoes. 
A little later Gen. 


Andrew Jackson posted his old regi- 
ment in the very fore front at the 
battle of New Orleans, where, side 
by side with the hunters of Kentucky 
its unerring rifles mowed down the 
red coats like grass. 


Afterward the 1st Tennessee slept 


upon its laurels until there weie grum- 
blings of war in iho Southwest. Many 
of its original members had gone to 
Texas, but they had left kinsmen in 
plenty to lill tho *- ^s afresh. The IP- 
newe'd 1st Tennessee went to the help 
of "Old Rough and Ready," as Gen. 
Kachary Taylor was 
affectionately 


called, and t-oon showed that it meant 
to live np to its imputation. At Monte- 
rey, a Availed and fortified town which 
Taylor was forced to cjrry 
by as- 


sault, it was the 1st Tennessee which 
tot the first American flag triumph- 
antly iu the breach-aud what is very 
much moi e to the military purpose- 
Kept it there until it was can-led fur- 
ther forward. 


All through Mexico it went, win- 


ning goldeu opinions from even tho 
staunch ami stately regular army men. 
AVhen it came home, after 
the old 


fashion, it kept up a sort of skeleton 
organization. A skeleton the civil war 
found it. but a skeleton that quickly 
took on life and strength.

of war supervened late in April: in 
?.lay Tennessee seceded; in June tho 
1st Tennessee, oddly brigaded

Hie 7th and 14th Resrlmenls, left for 
Virginia, where the Tennessee bug- 
rule was assigned to Lee's corps, then 
operating in West Virginia. 


The next winter Lee took command 


in front of Richmond and the T« lines- 
see bricade became part of Jackson's 
"foot cavalry." It stayed with him un- 
til hi-* death, bearing itself soldierl.\ 
throush all his huh Una, and more than 
once -winning special mention for des- 
perato and distinguished daring.

(Jetlysburg it made part of Pickett's 
chartxiiisr column, losing

hall its numbers in killed, wounded 
,iiul prisoners.

NEW PLANS OPERATING. 


Hope Expressed in Washington That 


the End is Near at Hand, 


fhe President Thinks Agulnsldo Will 


Cithtr Surrender or lie Captured by 
Dec. 25th—Followers of the Filipino 
Leader Likely to ie Penned In By 
The American Troops. 


Washington. Nor. 8.—General Otis 


hag begun the campaign mapped out 
several months ago, and within a 
week there will be three armies clos- 
ing in on the natives from the south, 
north and east under the command 
of MacArthur, Wheaton and Lawton. 
This is not a new plan of campaign. 
It was reported to the War Depart- 
ment some months ago as the plan 
which would be put into execution as 
soon as the rainy season ended and 
the soldiers could find enough ground 
on which to stand and make a fight. 
The question has often been asked 
why Gen. Otis did not send troops to 
Dagupan to move down the railroad 
against the Filipinos. The answer is 
that it was not worth while to do this 
until the rainy season ended, as it was 
the President's desire that the new 
troops should be kept near Manila, 
where there are barracks, until the 
general was ready to make a cam- 
paign. 


The President did not want green 
troops unnecssarily exposed to the 
dangers of disease during the rainy 
season. 


Gen. Otis has kept his fresh troops 


in and near Manila, where he bad bar- 
racks for them, and has used seasoned 
troops to do the skirmishing and the 
scouting necessary to keep the coun- 
try free from the Filipinos who threat* 
ened those natives who had returned 
to their homes to live under the pro- 
tection of the United States. 


Now. that the rainy season Is nearly 


over Gen. Otis has sent Lawtor north 
with about 4,000 troops to keep along 
the bill country and be ready to pre- 
vent the natives from escaping to the 
east into the rich tobacco country in 
tue northern part of the Island. Gen. 
Wheaton has taken a brigade around 
to Dagupan on transports and will 
guard the escape In that direction, and 
MacArthur with a strong army is mov- 
ing north along the railroad against 
•the Filipinos to drive them north. It 
Is predicted at the War Department 
that Agutnaldo and his followers will 
be penned In by these three armies, 
ami if they do not surrender, will be 
crushed. 


The members of the Phllipines com- 


mission are satisfied that this move- 
ment will crush the insurrection, but 
there will have to be garrisons left for 
a time in all th* important towns to 
guard against marudlng bands of rob- 
bers bent on plunder and murder of 
those natives wb" refused to join the 
insurrection. It is predicted that the 
fighting campaign will be ended by 
the time congress meets. The Presi- 
dent has for months fixed the close of 
the war at this date when the insur- 
rection would be crushed, and he has 
had no reason to change his mind. 
He still believes that before Christ- 
mas Aguinaldo will either surrender 
or be captured, and his army com- 
pelled to lay down their arms. 


Insane Man Defied Arrest. 


Ft. Wayne, Ind., Nov. 8.-—Julius E. 


Rudolph, aged 25, made a murderous 
attack on his brother with a hatchet. 
He wounded his brother, but other 
relatives intervened in time to pre- 
vent murder. The maniac fled up- 
stairs and got onto the roof through a 
scuttle hole, where he defied capture. 
The poliqe were notified and several 
officers and Deputy Sheriffs surround- 
ed the house, and, finally, at great 
risk, succeeded in capturing and dis- 
arming the man. Rudolph has recent- 
ly recovered from an attack of typhoid 
fever, and the illness Is supposed to 
have unbalanced his mind. 


NEWARK MAKES FA9T TRIP. 


Cruiser Is Now Exntcted to Reach 


Manila About Nov. 12. 


Washington, Nov. 8.—Reports re-

Honolulu tell of the remarkably quick 
run made by the cruiser Newark from 
Ban Francisco to that plate. The voy- 
age was made under adverse condi- 
tions, ss the Newark had 300 tons of 
fresh water and about 200 tons of ox* 
tra ammunition on board.

Oyster Shell 


Among the various and curious ob- 


jects brought from Manila hy some of 
our returning soldieis none excite moie 
Interest than the delicate plate-like 
shells called conchas ;not only because 
they belong to the usually unattiaothe 
and rough-shelled oyster family. 1ml 
from the fact that shells serve as win- 
dows in may of the buildings of the 
Philippines. 


The shell is nearly round, about four 


inches in diameter, compressed, and so 
thin that it is nearly transparent. In 
appearance the interior of the shell re- 
sembles isinglass, 
with opalescent 


tints, the interior being lightly rough. 
The nnimnl is so exceedingly flat that 
when the valves are closed they ap- 
parently touch. This is probably the 
same species of mollusk which Is 
known in Chum as the Chinese win- 
dow oyster, and which is used for win 
flows, Innterns and similar purposes. 
These ingeniwus people also powder 
the shejls. which they use for silver in 
their water colors. 


The better class of houses in Manila 


have window frames winch slide in 
grooves, so as to be opened or closed, 
as desired, and in these are set the 
conchas-, which soften the bright tropi- 
cal sun rays. As a further protection 
•gainst light and heat ,blinds are used 
V liich run in the grooves with the win- 
dows. The Governor's Palace, which 
was rebuilt about two hundred years 
ago. has for windows the same sliding 
frames set with many panes of the 
window oyster.

" The townspeople refused to ac- 


cept this offer. The sick and wound- 
ed and a few of the inhabitants have 
moved. 
" The only ^sualty in the town 


from the shells up to tne present t'.tsa 
was one Kaffir killed. 
" 'Ninety-eight of our wounded from 


Dundee who were sent here have ar- 
rived and are doing well. 
" 'Our position here is now be- 


lieved to be entirely safe. It has been 
greatly strengthened during the last 
twenty-four hours. The people have 
deserted their dwellings and are liv- 
ing in bomb-proof places 
There are 


plenty of good stores of all kinds '

There Is n young soldier from Blng- 


hampton In Captain Hitchcock's com- 
pany of the First Regiment, New York 
Volunteers, at Governor's Island, who 
won a much desired leave of absence 
one day in a novel way.

For a mo- 
ment after the lieutenant called for a 
volunteer there w<ss silence. Then a 
soldier stepped forward and said he'd 
make an attempt. 


There was a buret of applause from 


the others as he lied the end of the 
rope around his waist. 
No one who 


heard him doubted that he could make 
the climb, as he had served six years 
in the navy before joining the National 
Guard. 
Half way up, the 
soldier 


stopped and yelled 
down that 
he 


couldn't go any further. 


"The wind's too strong," he shouted. 


"I can scarcely hold on now." 


"Come down, then," cried the Lieu- 


tenant. 


When the soldier reached the ground 


the Lieutenant turnod to the men and 
eald: 


"Will any other man try It? 
We 


must fix it, boys, for the flag can't fly 
until we do." 


Two or three men said that they 


would do it willingly, if they could, 
but they were sure they couldn't climb 
a quarter of the way up. 
Then the 


young soldier, who had been sulking 
because his appMcation for leave had 
been turned down, stepped forward and 
said- 


"Lieutenant, I made application for 


forty-eight hours' leave yesterday and 
It was refused. I want that leave bad- 
ly, and if you'U promise to get it for 
me I'll make a stagger at this job. 1 
never shinned up a smooth steel pole, 
but I have climbed trees, and think I 
can do this job." 


"I can't promise you the leave," said 


the Lieutenant, "but I'll promise to do 
my best to obtain it for you." 


"That's satisfactory," said the sol- 


dier, and a moment later he was going 
up the pole, the end of the broken hal- 
yard tied around his waist. He went 
up very slowly, resting every few feet 
and finally reached the top. His com- 
panions below were too scared to -ip- 
plaud, for the top of the pole was bend- 
ing first one way and then another in 
the gale, and it looked as though the 
young soldier might be blown from his 
perch any second. 


But he wasn't. He was earning that 


much-desired leave, and he succeeded 
in slipping the end of the rope through 
to the pulley block and bringing it down 
with him.
